M il w a u k e e , June 6.—The Bay View’ 
strikers are settling down into a condi­ 
tion of monotonous idleness. The vil 
lage was very quiet to-day, and a visitor 
would not have suspected that 1,600 men 
were on a strike in the place. Here and 
there could be seen little knots of idlers, 
but their debates were dry. 
The ques­ 
tions involved in the great movement 
had been gone over so often that even 
the leading agitators did not care to 
warm themselves up in a discussion. The 
preponderance of sentiment is in favor of 
the 
strike, 
but 
there 
is 
enough 
of the non-union element to keep up 
something of a division as to the wisdom 
of a protracted fight. The starting of the 
Cleveland mills naturally tended fcto dis­ 
courage the strikers. Tile union lead ere, 
however, maintained that their organiza­ 
tion was not only indispensable, blit in­ 
vincible. In matters apart from tile in­ 
quisitorial domination of tho uuion, the 
individuality of the Bay View meu is 
noteworthy. There is locally no such 
one-man power as has been fthe disgrace 
of British trades unions. None of tho 
leading men here w'ould sanction any bod­ 
ily coercion. Iii the mixed population of 
English, Scotch, Welsh, Irish, and native 
born American artisans, it is doubtful 
whether even one ‘Tattering” gang could 
be gathered from amoug the striking 
workmen. The officers of the rolling 
mill were iii a tranquil state of mind. 
They looked upon the successful start­ 
ing up of business at Cleveland as proof 
that sufficient labor may lie found for all 
the demands of the iron trade for a long 
time to come. They speak well of Hie 
Bay View men as regards to their intel­ 
ligence, skill, aud sobriety.

W a sh in g to n , D. C., June 6.—Mr. Heed 
has met with another defeat in his attempt 
to save Guiteau. The court en banc hav­ 
ing denied his motion to correct the rec­ 
ord yesterday, Mr. Reed to-day appealed 
to Judge Wylie, who holds tho criminal 
court, aud who did not sit with the court 
en banc, to make the same correction. 
This Judge Wylie refused to do, adding 
that there was no appeal to him from tile 
court en banc, and that, besides, Mr. Heed 
asked him to make a new record rather 
than to correct the old one. Mr. Heed is 
not less buoyant than his client, and 
says to-night that ho has still stroug 
hope that he will be able to save the as­ 
sassin. 
Reed revisited the jail soon afterward, 
aud made to Guiteau another report of 
his lll-success. The latter is reported to 
have received the statement coolly, to 
have rehearsed his old story al»out “< rod’s 
man,” and to have said that bestill hoped 
that the man whom he made President 
would be the human agent to save him. 
Mr. Reed announces that he has still 
other resources, and tiiat ho shall imme­ 
diately proceed to put them into opera­ 
tion. Guiteau can now be saved in one 
of two possible w ays: 
by au appeal to the United States Su­ 
premo Court for a writ of habeas corpus, 
and by a respit or a pardon from tile 
President. Mr. Reed undoubtedly will 
first appeal to some one of tho judges of 
the Supreme Court on the grouud of the 
want of jurisdiction. It was for this pur­ 
pose that he had desired to have the rec­ 
ord corrected, so that it would show 
affirmatively that the President died in 
New Jersey, and did not die in Washing­ 
ton, as some of the courts in the indict­ 
ments 
allege.

States Supreme Court are inclined to the 
opinion that the court below did not 
have jurisdiction.

Failing in every other attempt, it is to be 
expected that Mr. Reed will make a final 
appeal to the President for an absolute 
pardon on the ground of insanity.

Wild Roses in Br Rain* 
We hare altogether some five true 
wild roses in Britain. 
The commonest 
in the dog-rose, which cveryl>ody knows 
w ell; and next conies the aim* st equally 
familiar sweet-briar, witli its delieatoly- 
Hceuted glandular leaves. 
The buruet- 
rose is the parent of our cultivated 
♦Scotch roses, and the two other native 
kinds art* comparatively rare. 
Double 
garden roses arc produced from the sin­ 
gle five-|K.*tallt ii wild varieties by making 
the stamens (which art* the organs for 
manufacturing pollen) turn into bright- 
colored petals. 
There lh always more or 
less of a tendency for stamens thus to 
alter their character ; but iii a w ild state 
it never conus to any good, because 
such plants can never set seed, for want 
of jxJlen, and so die out in a single gen­ 
eration. 
Our gardeners, however, care­ 
fully select these distorted individuals, 
and so at length produce the large, hand­ 
some, barren flowers with which we are 
so familiar. 
Tile cabbage and moss 
roses are monstrous forms thus bred 
from Hie common wild French roses of 
the Mediterranean region; tho China 
f ________ 
roses are cultivated abortions from an

a j Asiatic species; and most of the other 
garden varieties are artificial crosses 
Ijetwcen these or various other kinds, 
obtained by fertilizing the seed vessels 
of one bush with pollen taken from tho 
blossoms of another of a different sort. 
To a botanical eye, double flowers, how­ 
ever large and tine, are never really 
beautiful, because they lack the order 
and symmetry which appear so con­ 
spicuously in the fine petals, the clust­ 
ered stamens and th * regular stigmas of

The Connell of Ten. 
The famous Council of Ten has long 
been tile subject of the gravest histori­ 
cal discussion, and, as some writers sug­ 
gest, its true history is probably un­ 
written. The view generally adopted is 
that here given. The Council of Ten 
was established about the middle of the 
fourteenth century, at a time when Yen 
ice was greatly disturbed. After a while 
there were selected from the Ten three 
inquisitors, iii whom all the lowers of 
tile State were vested, and who formed a 
Court whose proceedings have l>eeii so 
often called in question by historians. 
Their rigid desjx distil, says one w riter, 
had the effect of giving a stern unity of 
purpose to the proceedings of (Govern­ 
ment, and doubtless contributed iii some 
degree to consolidate the various acces­ 
sions of territory which had been made 
into one whole. Tile Council is said to 
have been, at first, at least, more terri­ 
ble to the nobility than to tho com­ 
moners, doubtless from the fact that tho 
conspiracies which were then frequent 
iffQxe creations of that class, aud the 
I>est authorities generally hold the opin­ 
ion that the Ten preserved the external 
dignity and independence of tho Repub­ 
lic better than their predecessors. A 
notable fact is that the height of the 
prosperity of Venice was reached about 
that time, and when their despotism 
passed away, with it departed the great­ 
ness of the city of the waters.

Why Buildings Burn. 
The cause of nine tenths of the fires 
in New York during the last thirteen 
years was careless iu some form, as ap­ 
pears from tile reports of the Fire Com­ 
missioners. 
Of 17,500 fires 4,600, or 
about one-fourth, were caused by gross 
carelessness in throwing away matches, 
lights, cigars, hot ashes, etc. Another 
fruitful cause of fires, due to neglect 
rallier than actual carelessness, was that 
of foul chimneys. Coal-oil lamps caused 
I 287 fires aud children playing with 
matches 887. Over 900 fires were caused 
by curtains tieing fired by gas jets, and 
several hundred were due to ignorance 
or carelessness in building flues and fur­ 
naces aud erecting stoves. 
A great deal 
of .the money lost through carelessness 
might be saved if everybody could be 
mado as careful in preventing fires as 
they are ready to help in patting them 
out* after they are atsxieA.—Philadel­ 
phia Ledger.
